would be $5,665,839,000 including $410,- 
000.000 from the first half year's re- 
ceipts under the new revenue law. 
This would be an increase of more 
than $1,500,000,000 over last year.

Relief and recovery costs were esti- 
mated at '$1,835.000,000 but the chief 
executive said it could not be determ- 
ined "for several 'months" whether an 
additional appropriation would be re- 
quired.

The recent Olympic Games focused j 


the spotlight of public attention on 
athletics. For the physician, interest 
in athletics invariably is associated 
With the injuries that affect athletes. 


The coach and the captain want the 


injured man back on the job as soon 
as possible. They also want him cap- 
able of turning out his best perform- 
ance, yet at-the same time they do not 
want him injured permanently in 
health or physique by unwise partici- 
pation too soon after his tissues have 
been damaged. 
Most coaches have learned that the 


most efficient results can be secured 
if an athletic injury is given scientific 
attention as soon as posible, and if 
those who do not have the knowledge 
necessary for treatment avoid doing 
anything until scientific care can be 
applied. 


One of the most common athletic in- 


, juries is the contusion or bump. This 


is a bruise of the tissues brought 
about by contact with another play- 
er, a thrown or batted baseball, .a hur- 
dle on the track, or simply by a fall. 


For treatment of such contusions or 


bumps, a specialist advises first ice 
and later heat. Sometimes a hot pack 
is put on the.contusion or the bump 
over night. This hot pack consists of 
glycerine or some analgesic or pain- 
relieving medication, and serves to 
stop the pain. 
» As soon as possible the tissues should 
be massaged. Heat may be applied in 
the form of electric current passing 
through the tissues. This is known 
as diathermy. 


Another commoi* athletic injury, 


particularly affecting track athletes 
and baseball players, is the sprain. 
A sprain is not as serious as a brok- 
en bone, but it will give a great deal 


•of-" 


of trouble if not suitably cared for. 
The joints most frequently concerned 
are those of ankles, knees, shoulders 
nnd fingers.

The first step is to protecl the tis- 


sues against damage, and to give them 
adequate support. For this purpose , 
adhesive tape is woven about the joint j 
in a basket weave. 


Football players may be protected I 


against sprains by wearing shoulder 
pads and by strapping the knees with 
adhesive tape before the game. 


When a sprain occurs in any joint, 


the joint shoud be packed prompty in 
ice until the swelling is under control. 
Then it may be fastened firmly with 
adhesive tape or bandage. 


A foreign specialist has worked out 


a method of injecting a local anes- 
thetic into the tissues. This keeps the 
pain under control and permits use of 
the tissues, suitably protected, much 
sooner than could occur otherwise. 


Among the most frequent minor in- 


juries affecting athletes are lacera- 
tions, cuts, scratches and 
similar 


wounds of the skin. These are espec-1 
ially important, because of the danger 
of secondary infection. 


Lacerations 
and 
cuts should be 


cleaned out thoroughly, and then a 
wet boric acid dressing may be ap- 
plied for 24 hours. If dirt from the 
track or field has entered the wound, 
the doctor must decide whether he 
should inject anti-lockjaw serum.

ed on a player is an invitation to the

followed his plodding burros across 
the sands, now seeks ore by automo- 
bile. 
The 'auto has :the advantage that a 
complete outfit can be carried and 
trips can be made for supplies with 
relative ease and speed. 


But in mountanious country, the 


sure-footed burro still is the stancly- 
by of the prospector. 


A burro can be packed with about 


150 pounds, it can live off the country 
in which it finds itself, and can go 
almost any place a man can reach by 
foot. 


The principal objection to burros is 


that they must be rounded up each 
clay to keep them from wandering 
afar. In fact, a prospector will spend 
about one-fourth of Us working time 
chasing his burros.

This was the great tragedy in the 
life of the 28th president, a great 
historian and student of govern- 
ment, but one who was as a 
child in the realm of international 
diplomacy. 


Wilson, born in 1856, was pres- 


ident 
of 
Princeton 
University 


when he entered New Jersey pol- 
itics. 
After a term as governor 


of New Jersey, he became presi- 
dent of the United States and im- 
mediately began 
instituting re- 


forms 
in 
national 
government. 


The war carne and he was re- 
elected on the claim that he had 
kept us out of the conflict. 
But 


America did get in. and 
when 


peace was being considered, Wil- 
son made his big mistake by go- 
ing to France and yielding to the 
wiles of European diplomats. His 
one great idea—the League o: 
Nations—never was upheld by the 
United States, and it has turned 
out a sorry failure. 


Wilson was broken in health 


and spirit by the 
end of his sec- 
ond term, and 
he remained an 
invalid until his 
death in 1924. 
at 68. His pic- 
ture appears on 
the current 17- 
cectt stamp.
